Add to this the reiterated rumors of 
retirement and the history-making 
period during which he has held the 
highest office under tthe crown and 
you will realize why the prophets and 
the papers busy themselves with what 
will happen when Asquith ceases to 
be premier. 


The premier’s age ts also acceptu- : 


ated by the mnusual youth of those 
ministers of his cabinet who are matin- 
ly-in the public eye. Lloyd George 
is only just fifty; Winston Churchill 
is not yet thirty-nine; Home Secre- 
tary McKenna, the butt of the suf- 
fragettes, is no older than Lloyd 
George. Few of them, except Mr. 
Asquith, look thelr years. Lord Mor- 
ley, the one exception in the cabinet 
as regards age, is 74, but he fs still 
active and still delights in the filp- 
pant satire of a_ retired journalist 
against the follles of the politician. 
There is excuse for Mr. Asquith’s 
prematurely aged appearance. No 
prime minister has ever crowded in- 
to-five- years such a combination o 
foreign complications and domestic 
change as has fallen to the lot of the 
present head of the British Govern- 
ment. Time after time since Mr. As- 
quith succeeded Sir Henry Campbell- 
Bannermann, the coun‘ry has been on 
the verre of a vital Juropean war. 
The great crisis for which Bismarck 
and Crispi, Salisbury, Gladstone and 
Disraeli made endless preparations 
have come and gone. The conflict for 
which tthe great Powers of Europe 
braced themselves has so far been 
averted. Turkey has been practical- 
ly’ wiped out of Europe, but no con- 
tinental nation has cut its throat on 
her grave- To pilot an empire through 
storms like these, even with a foreign 
minister such as Sir Edward Grey 
has given the man at the helm many 
a sleepless night. If there had been 
nd legislative revolutions in progress 
at home, Mr. Asquith would have had 


turned so white. 

“In the same five years the prime 
Mitnister has practically abolished the 
House of Lords, made home rulé| for 
ae a certainty, insured the’ “na- 

mi ager sickness -unemploy- 
t, rtaked the miMfonaires, in- 
stituted old age Mo ah disestab- 
lished the Episcopal reh in’ Wales. 
and put the House of Commons on a 
salary basis. This is a meressnap- 
shot of the legislation for which he 
has assumed responsibility. During 
the progress of thege epoch-making 
measures he has been exposed to the 
most harassing and disconcerting of 
all cross fires —the attatck of the suf- 
frageites. From the day he took the 
leddcrship of the GovernfMent Mr. 
Asquith has scarcely even had a min- 
ute when he could feel safe. In his 
own home in the houses b> has vis- 
ited, at the dinners he has attended, 
in the streets of the capital where he 
is more truly ruler tha: the King 
himself, he has to be guarded day and 
night from assault at the hands of 
the militant women. In Mr. Asquith 
they recognizs an implacable enemy 
and a vital obstacie to their objective. 

It {s to some extent due to this 
outspoken refusal to compromise that 
Mr. Asquith owes tthe respect in 
which he is undoubtedly held through- 
out the United Kingdom. When he 
cut the claws of the House of Lords 
he was dgnounced as a teaitor to his 
King and country. When he support- 
ed Lloyd George’s Ngtioral Insurance 
and Old Age Pensiun schemes he was 
dubbed a Socialist and a Syrdicallst. 
Yet, today there is probably no man 
in English politics who possesses to 
the same extent the confidence of the 
people of Britain. He has contintfed 
those high traditions of personal hon- 
or and cvuurtesy so long associated 
with tthe leader of tho House of 
Commons.

London just now is seething with, 


projects of gigantic tunnels. The 
Prime Minister has just received 
a deputation of British members of 
Parliament, who desire to- see avsub- 
way constructed between England and 
France, because it would confer enor- 
mous trade benefits, and give both 
countries a new source of food supply 
in war time. 

True, the cost of.a double tunnel 
would be $80,000,000, but a channel 
company, assisted by the South-Kast- 
ern end Chatham and Dover Railway 
and French Western Railroads would 
readily find that amount. And Mr. 
Asquith bas gone as far as to promise 
that, the Commifkee of British Imper- 
jal Defence will give the project their 
most careful consideration, to see 
whether it can be now definitely ap- 
j Proved by the British Government. 

Encouraged by this, a group of Lan- 
) cashire financiers has come forward 
and demanded that the question of a 
tunnel between England and Ireland 
shall be revived. They say there is 
no scientific reason why a sW)way 
should not be constructed between 
Holyhead and Kingston Harbor, and 
that this subway would do more to 
make the separatainn of Ireland from 
England impossible than would a doz- 
en Home Rule Bills, or fifty Coercion 
Acts. 

And in London itself financiers are 
discussing plans that have originat- 
ed in Berlin to run a tunnel from 
Queenstown to Nova Scotia, which 
would take twenty years to construct, 
cost some hurdreds of millions of dol- 
lars to excavate, but would give a 
Channel and an Irish tunnel. land 
| Americans with ease in Berlln, with- 
}out troubling them once to embark on 
| the:stormy and treacherous waters. 

M. Albert Sartiaux, the author of 
the celebrated pamphlet ‘Le Tunnel 
Sous La Manche,’ estimated in a re 
|port published in 1907, that if built 
}a tunnel between England and France 
| would be used in 1915 by no fewer 
than 1,800,000 passengers. 

Many tunnel bills have been intro- 
duced into the English Parliament, 


}but they have been uniformly reject: | 


ed owing to defence considerations 
and in 1907 the Imperial Defence Com- 
mittee decided against any scheme.

Is You Have it Mastered. 

Concentrated thought is virtually tr- 
resistible. All the vast edifice of mod- 
ern sclence and industry is obviously 
the product of thought, much of It of 
our own time and observation. The 
birth of an idea in the buman mind is 
clearly the one and only dawn of em- 
pires and revolutions, of engines, phi- 
losophies, trade routes, civilization. 

To class worry under the head of 
thinking, therefore, seems a glaring 
sacrilege.

HISTORIC NOTRE DAME. 


Checkered Career of the Wonderful 
Parisian Cathedral. 

Some account of the history and 
vicissitudes of Notre Dame appears in 
the London Strand Magazine. The 
first cathedral was erected in the year 
528 by Childebert and afterward de- 
molished, the same site being used for 


the present building, which was begun | 


in 1163 and finished in 1351. 

, Alexander III. laid the foundation 
stone, the first mass being celebrated 
by the patriarch Heraclius. The grand 
old building has been sorély beset by 
many dangers and has witnessed many 
strange and stirring scenes. 

! he reign of terror in 1793 led to 
such disgraceful orgies within the pre- 

, cincts of the cathedral that it was 

' closed to the public as a place of di- 

| vine worship in 1794, but was reopen- 

ed in 1802 by Napoleon. The interior 
has suffered severely at times at the 
hands of the mob and individuals. 

The worst offender was perhaps Louls 

XI1V., who, carrying out his father's 

vow, caused the destruction of the 

| fourteenth century stalls, the high al- 
| tar embellished with gold and silver 
statuettes, the cloisters, tombs and 

unique stained glasswork. In 1845 

restoration was necessary in many 

parts of the building, the work being 


Viollet le Due and Boeswillwald. 


| Notre Dame was menaced wilh grave 
| dangers owlng to the fury of 
communists, who, having effected an 
entrance, collected all the avaliable 
chairs and other combustible material 
and, piling them in a bonfire, drencb- 
| ed with oil in the center of the choir, 
| attempted to destroy the cathedral 
| by fire. The evil designs of the in- 
cendiaries were, however, bappily 
| frustrated by the arrival of the ua- 
tional guard,

He is a native of England and obtain- 
ed his ehrly education in the grammer 
school at Leeds, where he also put in 
two years as a medical student. Be-

Working Mice. 


To an ingenious Scotchman goes the 
_eredit of being the first person to har- 
ness & mouse and make him a money- 
earning factor, He was David Hutton, 
a native of Dunfermline, and a spinner 
of thread. 
In 1812 he yisited Perth and among 
the toys and trinkets manufactured by 

‘the French prisoners there, he was at- 
tracted by a little toy house with a 
wheel in-the gable of it that was running 
rapidly around, impelled by the gravity 

; of & common house mouse. 

| Hutton purchased the house, moure 
and wheel, took them home and set the 
tiny rodent to work, ? 

{| A half-penny’s worth of oatmeal was 
sufficient for its food for 35 days—dur- 
ing which time it ran 862 miles. He kept 
two mice constantly engaged in the mak- 
ing of eewing thread for more than a 

_ year. 

; The thread mill was s0 constructed 

that the mouse was able to twist, twine 

and reel from 100 to 120 threads a day, 

Sundays not excepted. To perform this 

task it had to ryn 10% miles a day, 

which it did with perfect ease every other 


day. 

On the half-penny’s worth of oatmeal, 
which lasted for five weeks, one of theee 
, little mice made 8,850 threads 25 inches 
long, and .as a penny was paid to women 
for every hank made in the ordinary way, 
| the mouse at that rate earned 18 cents 
every six weeks, 

Allowing for board and for machinery, 
there was a clear yearly profit from 
each mouse of $1.50. 

It was Mr. Hutton’s intention to ap- 
ply for the loan of the Dunfermline Ca- 
thedral, which was empty, where he 
| planned to set up 10,000 mouse mills 
| and still leave room for the keepems and 
| several hundreds of spectators; but this 
| wonderful project was never carried out 
because of the inventor’s sudden death. 

Plot to Murder Kitchener. 

The authorities at Beotland Yard ar¢ 
on the hunt for an Egyptian student who 
was lately at Oxford, and who is alleged 
to have beeu engineering a plot to acras- 
sinate Lord Kitchener, according to a
